THE HISTORY THE MEDICAL LIBRARY 
ASSOCIATION. 


The Medical Library Association originally bore the name Association 
Medical Librarians, and the first meeting was the result suggestion Miss 
Charlton, Librarian the Medical Department McGill University, 
Montreal, made Dr. George Gould the time the meeting the British 
Medical Association meeting that city. Dr. Gould once took the matter 
and notice was sent March, 1898, Miss Charlton Montreal, who her 
letter stated that Dr. George Gould had commissioned her all the necessary 
correspondence. first meeting was held Dr. Gould’s editorial rooms, 
1420 Chestnut Street, Philadelphia, May 1898. this meeting there were 
present: Dr. George Gould Philadelphia; Dr. Rothrock St. Paul; 
Dr. Brigham Boston; Dr. William Browning Brooklyn; Mr. Charles 
Perry Fisher Philadelphia; Miss Charlton Montreal; Miss Elizabeth 
Thies and Miss Noyes Baltimore. The object the meeting was stated 
Dr. Gould and the following officers elected: President, Dr. George Gould; 
Vice President, Dr. Rothcock; Secretary, Miss Charlton; Treasurer, 
Dr. William Browning. 

Dr. Gould read paper entitled, The Work Association Medical 
Librarians, which suggested the following committees: 

(1) Exchange Library Duplicates. 

(2) For Securing Libraries Retiring Deceased Physicians. 

(3) For Securing and Distribution Transactions Medical Societies. 

(4) Antiquarian Books and Auction Sales. 

(5) For Securing Endowments Medical Libraries. 

(6) Rare Works Single Libraries. 

(7) For Supplying Special Information, Securing Useful Abstracts, etc. 

(8) Management, Technic, Devices, Binding, etc. 

The first official organ the Association might said Libraries 
published Dr. Spivak Denver. 

“The second meeting was held October 1899 Philadelphia with 
members present, during the year the membership had increased over 20. 
this meeting Constitution and By-Laws was drafted and adopted the 
shortly after book eight pages was issued giving list 
officers and members, the Constitition and By-Laws, etc. 

The Exchange was established December 1899 Philadelphia and 
during the first year its existence distribution some 300 volumes. 
October, 1900 the Exchange was removed Baltimore where was placed 
under the direction Miss Noyes, the work being done the library 
the Medical and Chirurgical Faculty Maryland. The Exchange remained 
Baltimore until 190+, during this time enormous number duplicates were 
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transferred from one library another and large number miscellaneous 
volumes were collected and far the Exchange concerned this was the best 
period its existence. Owing the fact that the place used the Exchange 
was needed the library for its own use the Exchange was transferred 
Brooklyn under the care Mr. Albert Tracy Huntington the Kings County 
library, remained there until July, when was again removed 
Baltimore and housed the new building the Medical and Chirurgical Faculty 
Maryland and Miss Noyes again placed charge manager with 
special assistant employed Exchange work only. hoped that within 
the next year two the work the Exchange will again grow the usefulness 
which attained during former years when was Baltimore. 

The publication the present new series the Bulletin makes the fourth 
attempt found official organ for the Association. The first was the Medical 
Libraries. ‘The second publication was the the Association Medical 
Librarians, edited Miss Noyes and Dr. Henry Hurd Baltimore 
and Mr. John Brownne New York. publication passed through two 
volumes and then the Transactions were published the Medical Library and 
Historical Journal under the editorship Mr. Huntington Brooklyn. 
This last publication published five volumes 1903-1907. After the cessation 
this the Association had official publication which hampered the work 
very great extent. 

The movements the Association have been considerable interest the 
third meeting being held Atlantic City, June 1900 with members present. 

The fourth annual meeting was held Baltimore which there were 
individuals present. this meeting Dr. William Osler was elected President; 
Dr. George Gould, Vice President; Dr. George Hersey, Treasurer; Miss 
Charlton, Secretary. 

The fifth annual meeting was held Saratoga Springs, New There 
were members present. same officers were elected. 

The sixth annual meeting was held Brooklyn, May 16, 1903, with 
members present. year there were 1171 volumes received the Exchange, 
6242 books and journals distributed from the Exchange and 1863 exchange 
among libraries. Dr. Osler was continued President and Dr. Jacobi was 
elected Vice President; Mr. Huntington, Secretary; Dr. George Hersey, 
Treasurer. 

The seventh annual meeting was held Atlantic City, June 1904, 
which meeting there were members present. The total distributions during 
this year reached 9062 volumes. ‘The officers elected were: Dr. Chadwick, 
President; Dr. Jacobi, Vice President; with the same Secretary and Treasurer 
the former year. this meeting amended Constitution and By-Laws was 
adopted and two definite dues for library and individual memberships $10.00 and 
$5.00 respectively. 

The eighth annual meeting was held Boston, June 24, 1905 with 
members present. The officers elected this year were: Dr. Jacobi, President; 
Dr. George Dock, Vice President; Mr. Huntington aud Dr. Hersey were elected 
Secretary and Treasurer respectively. 

The ninth annual meeting was held Boston, June 1906. There were 
some members present. The officers elected this year were: Dr. George Dock, 
President; Dr. Musser, Vice President; Mr. Huntington, Secretary; 
Dr. George Hersey, Treasurer. 
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The tenth annual meeting was held Atlantic City, June 1907, with 
members present. this meeting the name the Association was changed 
the Medical Library Association. this meeting Miss Ada Bunnell Albany 
was elected Secretary. The other officers elected were: Dr. George Dock, 
President; Dr. John Musser, Vice President; Dr. George Hersey, Treasurer. 
There are official minutes this meeting. 

The eleventh annual meeting was held Chicago, June 1908. There 
are official minutes this meeting.
